It behoored | 
statesmen to place the finances on @ sound | 
basis in order to prepare the country for the 
renewal of the powers of the Chambers in 
1885, as it was especially advisable mot to | 
accumulate diffculties for that period. He | 
will resume bis speech to-morrow.
